rrankfort, Ky., June «8.— Real- 
izing ttota the cfDeBtionH received 
by him from all parts of the State 
that there i« . .>naiiierable inisun- 
dvraUadlnc over the opinion of the 
OMirt of AppMli r«K*rdlnk th* 
8taU primary law, Attorney 0«i«r-^ 
•I Okrnett has taraed.tkc tolHMrtac 
statement spcclfyiac the itreetlona 
of the court: 

"The imi'resalon seems to be 
V^broad that the Court of Appeala. 
fti the oplaion h4uiid«4 do^.laat 
I'iMay, refna*d to pMa vpmi the 
priinary election law, hMMwa Sec- 
tion 27 of the prtmar}' •t*PftoO l«ir 
provides that there aAalt be Bd^Afii 
peal from 3n order of the CInvHi 
or County Judges, correcting any 
error, wroni? (ir neglect with refer- 
ence to placing th« kame of the 
candidates upoa the prtmair ballot . 

"There were two cases appealed 
from the Johnson Circuit Court, 
which *ere c„nsoUdated and heard 
together by the Court of Appeals, 
knd four rases appealed from the 
;aaKenon Circuit Court, which were 
coneolidated and keard together by 
the Court of Appeals. 

"In all of these cases similar 
questions wcr^■ involved. In one of 
tl)^ cases which was appealed from 
the Johnson Circuit Court. K. W. 
RobUyMP had offered to tile his pe- 
tltfiiPfnl' the K-.tiMm Clerk, re- 
quMltlBg that tif name he placed 
upon the ballot ma a iRepubllcaa 
candidate for asaeasor. The petl- 
tloa failed to statfe with what party 
Mr. RobinHon Hated at the last 
regular election, and for this rea- 
ii|:.on the Clerk ntymi to flie the pe- 
tition. 

"Mr. Robinson filed suit In the 
Circuit Court asking that a manda- 
ihui l>e awarded. requMng the 
clerk to place hia name on tkm Re- 
publican ballot." ' , 

"At the «;inie time Mr. t\|>bin8on 
flied his suit three of the voters 
wlio had slidieii his petition, for 
and on behalf of all the signers of 
the petition, instituted ouit In the 
Clrea^t Govt asking that a manda- 

fius^W'laraed agaimt tAe clerk re- 
Hiring the clerk tci place the name 
of Mr. Robinson' oii the itepubHcan 
ballot. 

"The Circuit Court. In eiich case, 
> awarded the manilauiuj renulr^ng 
the clerk to place the name of Uob- 
tasen upon the ballot. The clerk 
asipalad in both cssss t« the Court 
of <Appeals and' tl>s Court of Ap- 
peals diamlaaed the appeal in the 
/rase instituted by ;he candidate, 
■n[>erau«e Section 27 o' the primary 
ele<tton law provides that there 
fciiull be no aiipea!. I'n' In the ease 
Instituted by the voti-rs, wherein 
^ the same tquestloiis were involved 
' 4n the case instituted bv Mr. Rob- 
inaon. the Couiit of Appeals had 
' jurisdiction beca«|M their personal 
rights were involved, and this ac- 
tion was Instituted under the pro- 
visions of Section 474 of the civil 
code.

Ohe of thorn 
Is that he must hare aflliatsd witb 
the party whose nomination he 
seeks, also have supported its nom- 
inees at the last rfsaular election. 
The word.'<. "supfiorted Its nomi- 
nees," do not neces.^arily mean that 
the candidate shouM have voted for 
such nominesp. Without voting at 
ill. he laay have glTea them his ac* 
tual, and OTen' >setiTe. support, by 
adTocating their claims, contribut- 
Ini; to the legitimate expenses of 
•heir campaign, setting out the 
votes and any other proper w iys. 
Therefore, to require one to say 
that he supported the nominees of 
his party at the former election 
would not aeceasariiy compel the. 
admlaUoB on his part that he Toted 
for thom. For this Ywwon. if no 
other were apparent, it cannot he 
said that the te«t. wh»n Jnii)oseil, 
invaded the socrecy of the ballot.'

"These horses have been blinded i 
by men who guarantee to purchas- 
ers that they will not shy and need 
no blinders," said Hugo Krause, 
au'pn'tateadaut^'of the Society. ."A 
needle has boen Jabbed through 
each retina. Tha wound la scarcely 
noticeable, but a horse BO treated 
will never see aeatn. Peddlers In 
particular dtsiie hurs's which are 
nulet and the blinding of the ani- 
mals has beea put on a eommareial 
basis." . 

In the South* Water street mar- 
ket yesterday flfty horses . were 
found that bad been blinded, pre- 
sumably by this method. 



WHY FARM rn'OMUC 

A RRAOY KXri/ANATION 

P'arm and Fireside, an aurlcul- 
tural paper published at Si)rlng- 
field, O., contains in its current 
number an interesting account of 
farm life aa viewed from the atand- 
polnt of women. The author of the 
article la woman) says that as the 
farm becomes more pros|)eroU8 the 
farmer has more help, both men 
and machinery, while the work of 
hia wife Is increased - more people 
to cook for and wash dishes for, 
more fruit, more ohlekena and milk 
to attend to. In the majolrity of 
rases the farmer's wife does not 
have more help as her work be- 
comes heavier. The author noes on 
to say. 

"It is a statistical fact that farm 
women die earlier than do farm 
men, and that those who survive 
the years of drudgery break in 
health' sooner than do the men. 
The opposite is true in town. There 
is no (loulit in my mind tliat the 
blKKesI factor in the development 
of this state of affairs is the woeful 
lack of labor-saving contrivances in 
the farm woman'a home. Many 
houses In t^e country are still with-| 
out that greatest of labor-savers — a | 
kiK'hen sink, with a pump or fau- 1 
eel and with a drain leading out j 
from it.
